If you're thinking of your spring 
wardrobe already, but your body still 
says you over indulged during 
Christmas — Think exercise! 

Winter encourages the 
hibernating spirit in us, and the 
tendency is to curl up and get 
hopelessly out of shape. Listed below 
is a shape up program that's useful 
for athletic folks, but can also be 
useful to the non-athletic. They 
should be done in sequence to 
develop muscle tone, strength and 
overall flexibility. 





è Stand with feet wide apart, arms 
extended overhead. Slowly 
stretch upward, alternating 
arms. Repeat eight times. Relax 
arms and repeat. Good for 
overall upper body, pectorals 
and wrist. 

è Stand with feet wide apart, 
hands on hips. Slowly bend the 
knees, keeping soles of feet flat. 
In this position, bounce up and 
down four times. Straighten legs 
and repeat. 

è Kneel with knees about 15 inches 
apart. Lean back and place 
hands on ankles. Gently bounce 
forward and back four times. 
Then lift body until back is 
straight. Repeat four times. Good 
for abdomen and thighs. 


è Lie with knees bent, soles of feet 


flat. Pull right knee toward chest 
four times. Repeat on the left leg. 
Repeat three times on each side. 
Good for back, legs and knees. 

è Lie flat with legs extended 
upward. Clasp hands behind 
knees. Pull legs toward body 12 
times. Good for back and 
hamstrings. 

è Lie with knees drawn close to 
chest. Extend arms to sides at 
shoulder level, palms down. Roll 
knees from side to side, keeping 
shoulders stationary. Repeat 20 
times. Good for waist, buttocks 
and hips.

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WHAT IS A “JACKALOUP” 
AND HOWISIT DONNER Tee SOFIBAL,? 


Many cast members have recently 
visited the trophy case located on the 
2nd floor of the Center Building 
outside Cast Activities, and been 
puzzled by the strange looking head 
on display in it. So we went to Thom 
Murphy . . . Murph to his friends. . . 
for an answer. 

Murph explained, “A Jackaloup is 
a freak of nature, actually a cross 
between a large Texas jackrabbit 
andasmall Wyoming antelope.

That is, the body of a 
jackrabbit, but the telltale rack of 
antlers of an antelope. The 
government only allows a one-shot 
Jackaloup hunt each year, based out 
of Douglas, Wyoming, and a very 
restrictive license limits the harvest. 
And because of that, a Jackaloup 
trophy is a rare one to receive.” 


Which brings us to how it is 
connected with softball here. Each 
year, members of our 
Spring/Summer Softball Leagues 
are eligible to play on the Women’s 
All-Star Team and Men's Hourly 
Team against a hard-hitting 
Executive Team in our annual 
Hourly/Executive Softball Classic.
